Editors Gazette: We have just returned 


from another just-supbca^trip as the King 
of Franca made,.wh'jenj" ''with thirty thou- 
sand men, he marcheiS'iip' the hill, and then 
marched down again." Last'Friday morn- 
ing we started for Mumfordsville, in this 
state, from thence expecting to go to Nash- 
ville, by rail. After fairly getting started, 
and out on the "pike," it commenced to 
rain, and for some fourteen miles we marched 
through the mud and rain. It was, to say 
the least, very disagreeable. We pitched 
tents on a hill-side, and made ourselves as 
comfortable as circumstances would permit. 
In the morning, .instead of pursuing our 
original route, as projected, we made a ret- 
rograde movement, and came back to Dan- 
ville, and occupied the same camp deserted 
by us the day before. Our wood-piles were 
all there, also the sod walls on which our 
tents had stood, and which were all in good 
repair and ready for use.' In fact, the old 
place seemed like home. Here, we found 
Co. "A," which for the last month has been 
detached from the regiment, guarding a 
bridge over, the Kentucky river. 


We had a considerable force in column 


while on the march. 
There were two bri- 


gades, under the command of Gen. Baird, 
and the column, including artillery, bag- 
gage wagons, &c., reached seven miles.

Proclamation of Eman- 
cipation!

By the* President of the United States'bf 


America : 


WHereas, On the 22d day of September, 


in the year of our Lord one thonsand eight 
hundred and Bixty-two, a proclamation was 
issued by the President of the United States, 
containing, among other things, the follow- 


ing, to wit: 


" That on the first day of January, in the 


year of our Lord one thonsand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-three, ell persons held as 
slaves within any state or designated part 
of a state, the people whereof shall then be 
in rebellion against the United States, shall 
be henceforward and forever free, and tbe 
executive government of the United States, 
including the military and naval authority 
thereof, will recognize and maintain tbe 
freedom of such persons, and will do no act 
or acts to repress such persons, or any of them 
in any efforts they may make for actual free- 
dom. 
That the executive will on the first day 


ol Jannary aforesaid, by a proclamation, 
designate the states and parts of states, if 
any, in which the people thereof, respect- 
ively, shall then be in rebellion against the 
United States ; and the fact that any state 
or the people thereof shall on. that day be 
in good faith represented in the congress 
of the United States, by members chosen 
thereto at the election, wherein a majority. 
of the qualified voters of such states sholl 
have participated, shall, in tbe absence of 
strong counteracting testimony, be deemed 
conclusive evidence that such state and the 
people thereof are not in the rebellion 
against the United States." 


Now, therefore, I, Abraham 
Lincoln,

On the 24th, Gen. Banks issue!', an ad- 


dress, appended to which is the President's 
proclamation of emancipation. In his ad- 
dress GBD. Banks rehearses the objects and 
•'effect of the President's'proclamation; a'nd 
calls upon all persons^ citizens or slaves, to 
govern themselves accordingly. All unu-, 
anal public demonstrations will be, ior the 
present, suspended, and the provost mar- 
shals are enjoined to prevent any disturb- 
ance of the public peace. The sTaVes are 
advised to remain on the plantations until 
their privileges ate definitely .established, 
resting assured that whatever benefits the 
government intends, will be secured to 
them. Banks also instructs bis officers to 
secure the strictest discipline in camp. 


Attention is ailed to the act of congress 


forbidding the return of slaves by the army. 
The war is not waged for the overthrow of 
slavery, but to restore the constitutional re- 
lations between the United States and each 
of the states. If slavery is to be preserved, 
war must-cease, and the former constitu- 
tional relations again be established, for no 
military man, in the event of the continua- 
tion of the war, will counsel the preserva- 
tion of slavery. War,will leave no other 
permanent track of the rebellion but eman- 
cipation. The contest in public an in pri- 
vate life strengthens and consolidates broth- 
erly affection. 
Our nationality .has not 


tested its strength against domestic ene- 
mies. The success of loyal interests widens 
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to end the war it 'must- be struck down at 
h«t, if the traitors themselves 'did not cease 
their assaults upon the government and 
people sf the Union. 


Besides this knowledge of danger to 


slavey by the^ continuance of the war, which 
every rebel baa known from bis own expe- 
rience and 'reason, tbe President has delay- 
ed for a.long time tbat use of bis .war pow- 
er, hoping that the rebels would of tbeir 
own accord lay down j. their arm!, aud re- 
turn to loyalty.
